Dear Sir: 

This is in response to the Office Action mailed on April 3, 2006. 

The Examiner rejected Claims 48-65 under 35 USC § 11 2, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

First, the Examiner noted that "there is specific description of a cavity in the present 
specification and the [cavity] is also not depicted in the drawings." This is incorrect. 

The fundamental factual inquiry in deterauning whether the written description 
requirement has been met is "whether the specification conveys with reasonable clarity to those 
skilled in the art that, as of the filing date sought, applicant was in possession of the invention as 
now claimed." MPEP § 2163.02 (citing Vas-Cath, Inc. v. Mahurkar, 935 F.2d 1555, 1563-64, 19 
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
